prominent and successful farmers of this 
county who resides with his family on 
his farm about two miles west of Cale- 
donia station. The attempt 
made by 


Wilson to end his life occurred yester- 
day morning about seven o'clock and 
George Chester, the hired mnn who ha 
been employed with Wilson for the past 
four months, happened to be engaged 
doing chores about the place at the time 
and came into the barn and there saw 
his employer attempting to tie a large 
rope about his neck. The rope was that 
used in operating the large hay fork in 
the barn and was attached to the rafters 
above. Chester asked Wilson what he 
was doing and was answered with a 
curse and was told to go along with his 
work and mind his own business.. The 
man was so frightened that he ran into 
the house and informed Mrs. Wilson 
who rushed back with Chester just in 
time to save her husband's life and as 
he was to swing from, the hay rack on 
which he stood to the space to the side 


Ic arrived. a 4 the house at 12:30 p. in. 
nd found Mr. Roberts dead. His lips 
nd finger tips were blue, a symptom of 
oisoning. In his opinion the cause of 
eath was the excessive usc.of acetanilid,

Mm. Spencer, druggist, testified

weighed a package for Jonas Hoyle, cor- 
oner, that was marked acetanilid. It 
weighed 50 grains. 


Thc verdict of the jury was-that Chns. 


W. Roberts came to his death by heart 
failure, caused by the excessive use of 
acetanilid.

gold now in the'United States treasury 
exceeds that of any previous time in the 
history of the country and with one pos- 
sib.'e exception, it exceeds that of any- 
country' at any time in the history oi 
the world. The single reported. excep-.: 
tion is that of Russia about eight years 
ngo', when' •(hat country was preparing to 
resume 'gold payments. At that timo 
Russia is said to have had in its. treas- 
ury $538,000,000 
in gold. Last Satur- 


day the " vaults of the. United States'. 
treasury contained .$753.930,194, an in- 
crease since July 1, 1901, of $79,087,897. 
This stock of gold is now being added to 
at the rate of' from $200,000 to $300,000 
a .day with no immediate prospect of •<* 
cessation in the run of deposits. This 
condition of things is eminently satisfac- 
tory to the treasury officials who regard 
it .is the best possible evidence of pros- 
perity and of confidence In the financial 
stability of this country. 


The gold now coming irf is being re- 


placed by gold certificates, United States 
notes and silver certificates, the former 
being supplied where the denominations- 
wanted are 520 and over, the United 
States notes for tens and silver certifi- 
cates for fives, twos and ones.

REPORT OF LA110H COMMISSIONEn 


WRIGHT. 


The- report o{ Labor Commissioner 


Carroll D. Wright upon tho situation in 
the anthracite coal regions of Pennsyl- 
vania, 'has been laid before the country 
«nd has 'been, generally read. Though 
tho'Ubor commissioner made his investi- 
gations several weks since, yet the con- 
ditions apparently have not changed 
and though the report was delayed in 
being given publicity, it is evident the 
government officials have been giving 
tho matter careful attention. As a result 
«f tho investigation Attorney General 
Knox decides the government is with- 
out any authority whatever to interfere 
no more thun in any other form of 
strike. 


Commissioner Wright goes somewhat 


further than have previous examiners 
into strike matters, for he recommends 
rvnd advises the- anthracite employes 
should organize a la'bor union of their 
own, to bo independent of the United 
Mine Workers of America, though 
it 


might be affiliated with th.it organiza- 
tion as with the Federation of Labor. 
He advises the operators to concede a 
nine hour day for at least a six months' 
trial; that this new union have a com- 
mittee known as the joint committee of 
conciliation, composed alike of represen- 
tatives of the operators and of the mem- 
bers of the union. This committee shall 
hear all complaints from either fide and 
upon a decision reached 'by two-thirds of 
the "ommittec such decision shall bo 
final and binding upon both parties to 
the dispute. 


The commissioner says the first duty 


of any such committee would be to 
make'a thorough investigation regarding 
all questions in the matters under con- 
sideration, and of all grievances of what- 
ever nature. This joint committee for 
this purpose to select a sub-committee 
of expcrU and their findings to be re- 
garded as verified 
information- upon 


which contracts in the future 
may be 


founded. Rut the judgment of Commis- 
sioner Wright that 
non-union 
men 


fthould not he interfered with, in fact as 
ho says, there ?hall ho no i ntoreference 
with non-union'men, will be disagreed 
with by tobor organizations, but 
after 


all, the right of every American citizen 
to work, regardless of associations or 
organizations can not be disregarded 
and such interference has been prolific 
with violence in the past and is at the 
present time. 


The joint committee referred to ia to

time with other 
conditions all under 


rulos established by such joint commit- 
tee. 
Tho conclusion of this able and 


very exhaunive report goes into the de- 
tails ropirding the manner in which dis- 
putes of the past may be avoided by 
understanding as to fixed or uniform de- 
ductions as regards impurities in coal 
mined, that while it may not be possi- 
ble to make a fi.xcd rule, yet the joint 
committee may adopt suggestions that 
will go far towards inducing some regu- 
larity . 


Commissioner Wright states the offi- 


cials of the coal workers discouraged 
the 'strike, believing that appeals to the 
employers might result in .benefits, but 
•\]\ attempts to secure such conferences 
failed. He states the 
officials 
of the 


mining companies disclaimed any oppo- 
sition to labor unions, but did object to 
some of thu methods adopted by the 
union!!. The miners claim they are only 
working 200 days in the year, while the 
operators claim they can only sell 60 per 
cent of the capacity, nnd that a raise of 
20 per cent moans 40 cents per ton more 
for labor. Tbo wages paid, last year 
reached $60,000,000, and the increase 
would 'be about $20,000,000. 


Hut what the public understands is 


that if hut 00 per cent of the capacity 
can be cold, it is because of tho iron-clad 
rulos of limiting the production of the 
mines, the iron-clad rules enforced upon 
the retailers, and because of the trust 
natural competition'has been suppressed.

MILK FEVER IN-COWS.:' 


It Is not profitable'to have a cow or 


* breed of COTVS which runs dry for 
three or four months. -There is a good 
deal In habit. If you start a young 
Cow right, you may keep her along, and 
progeny also, so that she will go dry- 
Bay, for a mouth or six iveeUa. This 
will do very well for a rest. 


It will pay to give extra feed and ex- 


tra care In every respect, keep oft, tho 
flies, see to shade In the pasture an'l 
plenty of good water, save from all 
possible -worry. You can In this way 
not only beep up the milk for u period 
cf a month or two, but also prevent 
the bad habit of going dry so long and 
prevent the passing on to the calves 
this tendency. 


In purchasing a dairy cow of course 


this hahlt is an Important considera- 
tion. It mnljes simply the difference 
between a profitable and on unprofit- 
able cow.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

It usually begins about tho second 


or third day after the calf is-born, nnd 
the flrst symptoms are usually a chill 
and a nervous twitching of the head or 
ears. Then comes the'stage where the 
animal refuses to cat, a-nd the secre- 
tions of milk are lessened and'the bow- 
els constipated, after which the cow 
is down and refuses to'stand up. If it 
gets to this' stage, there Is but llttio 
chance of saving'the life, though we 
have'done so by the giving of doses of 
one pound of salts In which was put 
ah ounce of Jamaica ginger or perhaps 
a "111 Of whisky or'rum, then injec- 
tions of. warm soapsuds until there 
was a moveracrit of the bowels. 


This may be better as a treatment 


for presenting It 1C given a day or 
two before she calves. Other preven- 
tives aro not to feed too highly ;just 
before or after calving. Give some 
moderate exercise' and avoid' cold 
winds or rains, heavy drinks of very 
cold water or allowing the cow to lie 
down In a cold place.

The brotherhood first held its txecu- 


' tive session which the president attend- 
ed. Acting Grand 
Master 
Har.nahan 


welcomed the president, stating that his 
attendance ot the convention wiuld do 
great good to organized labor, not only 
in this country, but in Canada and other 
countries as well. 


The president returned his thanks for 


the welcome and said he was glad to be 
with the brotherhood. He 
said 
the 


Fireman's Brotherhood was the result 
which naturally comes from the applica- 
tion of the principle of common sense to 
their work. He said that organized la- 
tor never had made an unreasonable re- 
quest of him and that if it had he would 
have denied it. In speaking of the ap- 
pointment of Grand Master Sergeant, of 
the brotherhood to be commissioner gen- 
eral of immigration, the president said 
it was one of tile most satisfactory ap- 
pointments to him and to the public he 
had ever made; that Mr. Sargent has a 
hard body und not a soft head. 


John I1'. McXnmee of Columbus, Ohio,

Washington avenue, and bough 
it in bulk form, as he had been accus 
tomed to for the past six or seven years 


package contained about 
sixty 


grains, a sufficieit quantity for about six 
full doses, ten grains constituting a dose 
such as he had been accustomed to tak- 
ing for the past few years for his head- 
aches and .which generally gave him al- 
most imedinte relief. 


He took one dose of t'he drug before 


retiring that night, measuring the same 
on the point of a penknife. He arose 
quite early in the morning and was still 
very restless and -took another dose oi 
the dr.ug and went ..back .to bed. -His 
wife and youngest son Royal, 10 years 
of age, went to church and when "they 
left the house nothing unusual was no- 
Liccd about Mr. Roberts' condition. He 
told his wife to leave a pitcher of water 
on the stand near his bed if he found it 
necessary to take another dose of -the 
medicine to relieve his headache. The 
older son Elmer remained at home with 
lim. He talked to his father once after 
his mother went to church.

He did not; desire -to take 
any of the medicine and it remained in 
his vest pocket. Mrs.. Roberts .did not 
wish to leave him to .attend church, but 
he said he would be all right and urged 
her to go. She left a pitcher of water 
on the dresser and went to the Episco- 
pal church, and upon her return at 12:10 
p. m. she found him dead. 
She also 


found the 
package 
of acetanilid open 


upon the dresser and his penknife lying 
open beside. It being his custom to pur- 
chase the drug in bulk, and then take it 
from the point of his penknife. He had 
been subject to headaches ever since she 
had known him and he usually took this 
same medicine for a cure. Their son, 15 
years old, was in the house all the time, 
but did not know of his father's death. 


Mrs. James Corse, testified that she

Roberts and that upon their arrival they 
found lutn dead.

drag,' arrid that -he always purchased

in bulk:' 'He had frequently -warned him 
as to t'he dose, and gave 2 to 10 grains 
as the: right amount. .The effect of the 
drug-' was to depress the heart. Its con 
tinned use would weaken the heart an< 
make a person more susceptible 
to i 


and consequently more dangerous. It is 
a German preparation of coal tar. . 


The testimony of Dr. John Meachem 


was -then taken and was {as follows: 
He arrived, at the house ftt 12:30 p. m 


d found Mr. Roberts dead. His lips 


and finger tips were blue, a symptom ol 
poisoning. In his opinion" the-cause ol 
death was the excessive ijse.of acetanilid 
the effect being to paralyze *he heart.JS 
gave •aiittio'fitfK't'oEflw.'sHTj'ject,. declar- 
ing several instances where 5 jgrains hac 
proved fatal to full grown 
and healthy 


men. 
He examined Mr. Roberts 
thor- 


oughly two years ago, and found him to 
be perfectly healthy in every 
respect. 


He said that he considered acetanilid to 
be. the most dangerous of alt the coal tar 
preparations and that it should never be 
taken unless by prescription. The pack 
age of ncetanilid was open upon 
the 


dresser when he was there, but he did 
not examine it at the time, but upon 
iiis second call -the coroner had removed 
it, and lie found a grain upon the dres- 
ser that had fallen out of the paper. He 
readily recognized the drug. 


Dr. Sorenson 
examined "the body 
at 


2:20 p. m. He found the finger nails 
slue, a-sign of acetanilid poison. He ad- 
vised the coroner to have the balance of 
the drug weighed to ascertain how much 
hac} been :taken. He considers -the drug 
dangerous and warns every one against 
ts.use unless by doctor's orders. 
. Mm. Spencer, druggist, testified he 
ireighed a. package for Jonas Hoyle, cor 
oner, that was marked acetanilid. It 
.veighed 50 grains. 


The verdict of the jury was -that Chas.

way in which those interested in the 
management of the gigantic capitalistic 
corporations, whose growth has been so 
natcd a period of the past half century, 
flourish.' We have grown to speak of 
certain corporations rather loosely as 
trusts using the word in its usual and 
common significance of a big corporation 
usually doing business in several states 
at least besides the state in which it is 
incorporated. It seems to me that in 
dealing with this problem of the trusts 
(perhaps it would be more correct to call 
it a group of problems) we have to class 
all of our fellow citizens. One Is com 
posed of those men who refuse *o admit 
that there is any action necessary at all. 
The other is composed of those men "who 
advocate some non-effective .action/ or 
if effective, would be effective only by 
destroying everything good and bad con- 
nected with our industrial development. 
In every governmental process, 'the "aim 
that a people capable of self-government 
should steadfastly keep in.mind, is to 
proceed by evolution rather than by rev- 
olution (applause.) On the other hand 
every people that has select-governmcnl 
must beware of this fossilizatlon of mind 
which refuses to allow of any change, as 
conditions change.

ItEFOKT OF LABOR, COMMISSIOSBH 


WRIGHT. 


The report of Labor Commissioner 


Carroll D. Wright upon ihe situation in 
the anthracite coal regions of Pennsyl- 
vania 'has been laid before the country 
and has 'been generally read. Though 
thelaior commissioner made- his investi- 
gations several weks since, yet the con- 
ditions apparently have not changed 
and though the report was delayed in 
being given publicity, it is evident the 
government officials have been giving 
the matter careful attention. As a result 
of the investigation Attorney General 
Knox decides the government is with- 
out any authority whatever to interfere 
no more than in any other form oi 
strike. 


Commissioner Wright goes somewhat 


further than have previous examiners 
into strike matters, for 'he recommends 
and advises the- anthracite employes 
should organize a labor union o£ their 
own, to be independent of the United 
Mine Workers of America, though it 
might be affiliated with that organiza- 
tion as with the Federation of Labor. 
He advises the operators to concede a 
nine hour day for at least a six months 
trial; that this new union have a, com- 
mittee known as the joint committee of 
conciliation., composed alike of represen- 
tatives of the operators and of the mem- 
bers of the union. This committee shall 
hear all complaints from either side and 
upon a decision reached 'by two-thirds of 
the committee such decision shall be 
final and binding upon both parties to 
the dispute. 


The commissioner says the first duty 


of any such committee would be to 
make a thorough investigation regarding 
all questions in the matters under con- 
sideration, and of all grievances of what- 
ever nature. This joint committee for 
this purpose to select a sub-committee 
of experts and their findings to be re- 
garded as verified 
information- upon 


which contracts in the future may be 
founded. Put the judgment of Commis- 
sioner Wright that 
non-union 
men 


should not be interfered with, in fact as 
he says, there shall be no interference 
•with non-union'men, will be disagreed 
with by labor organizations, but 
after 


all, the right of every American citizen 
to work, regardless of associations or 
organizations can not be disregarded 
and such interference has been prolific 
with violence in the past and is at the 
present time. 
• The joint committee referred to is to 
make collective 'bargains as lo wages, 
time with other conditions all under 
rules established -by such joint commit- 
tee. The conclusion of tbis able and 
very exhaustive report goes into the de- 
tails regarding the manner in which dis- 
putes of the past may be avoided by 
iinderstanding as to fixed or uniform de- 
ductions as regards impurities in coal 
mined, that while it may not be possi- 
ble to make a fixed rule., yet the joint 
committee may adopt suggestions that 
will go far towards inducing some regu- 
larity . 


Commissioner Wright states the offi- 


cials of the coal workers discouraged 
the -striks, believing that appeals to the 
employers might result in benefits, but 
all attempts to secure such conferences 
failed. He states the 
officials 
of the 


mining companies disclaimed any oppo- 
sition to labor unions, but did object to 
some of the methods adoptee! by the 
unions. The miners claim they are only 
working 200 days in the year, while the 
operators claim they can only sell 60 per 
cent of the capacity, and that a raise of 
20 per cent means 46 cents per ton more 
for labor. The wages paid, last year 
reached $6(1,000,000, and the increase 
would be about $20,000,000. 


But what the public understands 5s 


that if hut CO per cent of the capacity 
can be sold, it is because of the iron-clad 
rules of limiting the production of the 
mines, the iron-clad rules enforced upon 
the retailers, and because of the trust 
natural competition'has 'been suppressed. 


BE DISAFPOIXTED. 
/ 


The Democrats have played a return 


game with the Republicans on the prim- 
ary business, if one may judge from a 
reading of the platform and oi certain 
speeches made in 
tine convention, but 


still most people accustomed to looking 
at things political, will s-ay their strike 
•has resulted in a, foul. 
The Democrat* 


could have no particular issue -to 
lay 


stress upon had it not been for the var- 
ience of opinion as to the -primary elec- 
tion reform matter, but jt would not j 
Have been human nature, had the Demo-1 


cratic convention resisted -the supposed 
opportunity. 


But after all, the thing lias missed 


fire. Tfie supposed doable loaded and 
well-aimed shot has gone glimmering 
for while it is true ma-fly Republicans 
oppose a primary reform of, the-pattern 
that has been prescribed for them, yet 
by no means are -they at all prepared to 
accept the Democratic way of doing 
tbings. 
Primary reform of the Repub- 


licans does not in the least contemplate 
•the election 
and caucus ideas of the 


Democrats, for 
while Repu/blieans may 


differ on this, which admittedly they do, 
and they may also differ somewhat on 
tariff reform as to tne extent and man- 
ner, but they do not by any manner oi 
means manifest any idea of accepting the 
Democratic 
method of accomplishing 


thesa objects. For instance, some Dem- 
ocratic tariff reform ideas are clearly 
shown in their mos-t'repulsive form back 
in 1804 under, Grover. Cleveland, and 
tlieir primary election reform is that of 
no election laws at all, if they can help 
it. 


Republicans are in no wise attracted 


by the Democratic program. They are 
not to be beguiled by any pretenses or 
promises. It is true more or less Re- 
publicans have not manifested particular 
enthusiasm as regards the governor .and 
his announced program 
of an election 


reform, as it would be foolish to deny 
otherwise, but it is more because of the 
inability of .the governor to fellowship 
with those of his party who insist upon 
having primary election ideas of theirs 
considered, and if there is no great snag- 
ging up, it is more the fault of the gov- 
ernor than the others. Still for all this. 
the Republicans of Wisconsin do admire 
their governor. They know him to be 
personally of the utmost probity, ol 
strict integrity in his doings with .his 
fellowmen, 
and if they have 
differed 


with him and do differ with 'him now re- 
garding platform interpretations and the 
extent 
of the indorsing of Senator 


Spooner, it is for the valid reason Re- 
publicans think for themselves and while 
differing with the executive,.'will simply 
go along with "their .'program-and,;,-carry 
it out. The governor may differ, but. hia 
party, strong in the 
faith, will persist 


just the same in voting straight,: and 
Senator Spooner will be certainly re- 
elected, as wili Governor La FoDette and 
the rest of the state ticket and all the 
Republican congressmen, with an over 
whelming Republican legislature. 


It is in their calculations that the 


Democrats have missed fire. The Be 
publican party was never built up in 
blind obedience to any leader,-'nor will 
it now, and the great strength of the 
Republican party everywhere in all 
states where by reason of a majority 
against the prescriptive laws have not 
deprived them of votes, lies in the intel- 
ligence of their members, of the ever re- 
sisting influences which would disinte- 
grate tfheir party. The Republicans of 
Wisconsin understand very well the use 
that would be made of a large number 
of their party, and they will not fall 
into any such shrewdly laid trap. 


But it behooves the executive of the 


state now -to join in with the procession. 
Leave the platform to rest as to some 
contentions, and dry up the literary bu- 
reau at Madison. All hands must join 
in for the fight against the common 
enemy, and it is fihe wish, the desire, the 
intention to give every candidate upon 
the Republican ticket the usual major- 
ity. 


Republicans want honest election re- 


form, and a reasonable election primary 
law, not one with a mass of committees, 
complex requirements as to petitions, de- 
nial of right to assemble in convention, 
but the Democrats would return to first 
principles and abolish the election laws 
and caucus laws. The situation is be- 
fore the people of Wisconsin. They un- 
derstand how tilings are and they will 
vote intelligently and patriotically. 


A FOWERFTJL, NAVY JiECESSARY. 


The president is entirely correct in his 


declaration the United States has need 
of a powerful navy if it is to make its 
policy respected and to compel the world 
to recognize fully our Jilonroe doctrine. 
As he well says: "Bragging and boast- 
ing in private life are almost always the 
sign of a weak man, and a nation that is 
strong does not need to have its public 
men 
boast or brag on its account.

"Our ;ittit'.ido towards aU powers must 


'be one of such dignified courtesy 
and 


respect as we intend that they shall 
show us in return. We must be willing 
to give the friendly regard that we ex- 
act from 
them. We must no more 


wrong them than we nvust submit 
to 


wrong-doing by them, but when we take 
a position let 
usi remember that our 


holding it depends upon our showing 
that we have the ability to hold it." 


These are honest words and they are 


brave words. If we assert the Monroe 
doctrine we must so conduct ourselves 
as to merit tfhe respect of all nations and 
if the nations ever attack our position 
we must be prepared to enforce our at- 
titude or we shall go under. As to the 
need of a powerful navy the president 
had said just previous to the above re- 
marks in his statement -the Monroe doc- 
trine was not an agreasive doctrine but 
a doctrine of defense/ thnt "now we 
ha-ve formulated thtft doctrine if our for- 
mulation consists simply of statements 
on ihe stump or in- paper they are not 
worth the breath that utters them or 
the paper on which they are written. 
Remember that the Monroe doctrine will 
be respected as long ns we have a flrrt- 
elass, efficient navy ,and nt>t very much 
longer. In private life he who asserts 
something, says what he is going to do, 
and does not back it up .is always a 
contemptable creature; andl as a nation 
the last thing ire can afford to do is to- 
take a position which we do not intend 
to mako'good.**

that if no law now exists to care for, 
the people can easily elect such legisla- 
tures and congresses that will enact con- 
stitutional amendments that will take 
cognizance of such affairs. It is an open 
secret that despite all that has been said 
about the coal trust; the meat trust, 
and other notorious trusts, that it ia 
questionable if anything will be done 
under present circumstances, and the ru- 
mors given credence by well known cor- 
respondents that Attorney General Knox 
views with disfavor the prosecution oi 
the coal trust, is anything .but satisfy- 
ing. 


But unless something is done much 


more to the purpose than has been yet 
accomplished, all the good words said for 
the president and the good cheer of the 
people will be apt to disappear amid the 
general disappointment.

PRESERVING THE WATER STTPP1/T. 


For some years now the United States 


geological survey has been investigating 
into the water supply of the arid dis- 
tricts and the best spots for the location 
of reservoirs to hold the flood wpters in 
reserve. Whenever the survey locates 
desirable storage sites for the 
waste 


waters the area covered is withdrawn by 
the government from settlement, both 
the actual site" and the catchment basin, 
by the latter is meant the area covering 
the water supply tributary to tho stor- 
age site. In the arid districts of the 
Rocky Mountains from Montana, to Mex- 
ico, from the receding moisture belt of 
Colorado and Nebraska to the Pacific 
coast many storage basins have been se- 
lected and large areas oi forests with- 
drawn from the ravages of saw mills. In 
addition are many immense forest reser- 
vations, but all with the original pur- 
pose of the government as far as possi- 
ble preserving the sources of the water 
supplies of the great west. 


It is now positively certain that the 


great destruction of our forests has re- 
sulted in diminishing the flow of our 
rivers, a materially lessened rain fall 
visibly 
shrinking with every passing 


year, and this effect is by no means con- 
fined to the vast districts of the western 
states and remaining territories. In the 
eastern staies as well the necessity for 
irrigation is being recognized and the 
.essened rain and snow fall commented 
upon, as well as the very materially 
smaller flow of the rivers and lowered 
wells. The idea being now as much as 
is possible to conserve the flood waters 
in catchment basins and to release the 
waters during the king dry summers, and 
in available irrigating districts to em- 
ploy the stored waters in that way.

If you start a young 
tow right you may keep her along, and 
progeny also, so that she will go dry, 
say, for a month or six weeks. This 
will do very well for a rest. 


It will pay to give extra feed and ex- 


tra care In every respect, keep oft. the 
flics, see to shade In the pasture and 
plenty of good water, save from all 
possible worry. Yon can in this way 
•not only keep up the milk for a period 
of a month or two, but also prevent 
the bad habit of going dry so long and 
prevent the passing on to the calves 
this tendency. 


In purchasing a dairy cow of course 


this habit Is an important considera- 
tion. It makes simply the difference 
between a profitable and an unprofit- 
able cow.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

One of the well to do dairy farmers 


of Orange county. N. -Y., is E. A- Mc- 
•Coy. He is feeding about fifty cows. 
Generally he has about sixty. He has 
been feeding hominy made of sweet 
com. There are two grades, fine ancl 
coarse, and it costs about $21 per ton 
in carload lots. It is fed by mixing 
one-half ship and given to the cattle 
dry. About seven pouncls per head is 
given each feed, morning and night, 
and all the hay the cows will eat The 
farm contains 234 acres and usually 
cuts about 1DO loads of hay each sea- 
Bon. 


The manure produced is drawn out 


daily from the barns and spread direct- 
ly on the meadows, grass land and oth 
cr fields. About two loads are pro- 
rtuced daily.

There are many cows lost each-year 
'com miik< fever, and the 'worst 'fea- 
tui?6 .ibout it'is that.lt fs\ery- apt to 
je the best cows in the herd—that Is, 
iose best for milk production.- It may 
be that in some cases it is1 caused by 
overfeeding, says American Cultivator, 
especially during the period that they 
go dry before calving. We do not re- 
member ever having seen or .heard of 


case where it happened to a-heifer 


dropping her first calf. 'Possibly drying 
off too early or rapidly .may cause it j 
in some cases, or a neglect to draw the | 
milk If the udder fills before calving, 
thus creating a fever by the absorp- 
tion of the milk into the system. It 
seldom occurs to cows that are not 
let go dry at all or are continuous 
milkers. 
. ' 


It usually begins about the second 


or third day after the calf is- born, and 
the first symptoms are usually a chill 
and a nervous twitching of the head or 
ears. Then comes the'stage where the 
animal refuses to eat, and-the secre- 
tions of milk are lessened and:the bow- 
els constipated, after'which the cow 
is down and refuses to'stand up. If it 
gets to this' stage, there is but little 
chance of saving'the life, though we 
have done so by the giving of doses of 
one pound of salta in which was put 
ah ounce of Jamaica ginger or perhaps 
a gill of whisky or rum, then injec- 
tions of warm soapsuds Ontil there 
was a movement of the bowels. 


This may be better as a treatment 


for preventing it if given a day or 
two before she calves. Other preven- 
tives are not to feed too highly ;just 
before, or after calving. Give some 
moderate exercise and 
avoid" cold 


winds or rains, heavy drinks of very 
cold water or allowing the cow to lie 
down in a cold place. It may be a con-
